MHe thonglit the Infuence of this Conventlon
on the govermment, il properly oxertod, coul 1 do
much to nid these Indlans —who ave our burden—in
geltio and retnining their just rights, _

At thia time Mr. Welsh, of Philadelphin, moved his
motion, that the documents before the Honge in relns
tion to these Indians, Le referred to n special com-
mittee of three clergymen and three laymen.

Hon, Hamilton Fish, of New York, said
sympathized from the bottom of hia beart with the
Tudiane, in the wronge and injories inflicted them

F by designing men, but he douoted whether It was the
policy of & Convention of the Eplscopal Chuarch to
take any action In the matter, He thought this Iu.
dian question was yed io its Infancy, and was one of
the most diflcilt ones the governiment haid to deal
with, He said that no matter how much we felt lor
the Indiane our sympathy shonld ounly be as iodi-
viduals, and not a# a eonvention; ha hoped the eutire
JuAlter be left in the hauds of the govermnent,

The Rev, Dr, Stubbe disagreed with Mr, Fish, e
thonght the matter wae one that divectly appealed to
our hearts, and was one that nndonbredly ealled for
the action of the Convenlion, Wao shonld protect
them intheir religions rights. They (the Indians) |
make an earvest appesl to us for protection and ald,
and it wonld be against the Jnl'mtiplru of the Eplsco. |
pal Chureh for us, o Nutional Episcopal body, t turh

ren, scnudalizing and vepelling many witheat hor
fold, deferving hopes of Chostlan unliy, and lwperil-
